Body This Morning — The Remains 
Removed Resi- 
dence on Park Avenue—Probable Cause 
of the Deed—His Last Words—Letters 
Written to Friends—Full Details of the 


Sorrowful Tragedy. 


to tne Family 


John Jackson, for over thirty years a busi- 
ness inan in St. Louls, committed suicide last 
night. He was 68 years old, a respected and 
honored eitizen, supposed by the business com- 
munity and even by his friends to be finan- 
cially prosperous. 

A poor Irish boy had worked his way to 
affluence by years of industry and the exercise 
of superior ability. 

Then he killed himself. 

Exactly at what hour the deed was done no 
one can tell. How it was done was very plain 
to Louis Napoleon, the colored porter at the 
office vf the St. Louis Grain Elevator this 
morning. 

The office is on the southwest correr of 
Biddle street and the Levee. On the east side 
of Front street (or Levee) and on the north 
side of Biddle street is the elevator. The 
office is of brick, two stories high on the 
Levee, but only one story high at the back be- 
cause the grade of Biddle street rises abrupt- 
The first floor was occupied by 

Napoleon, the janitor, and his 

The second floor, entered from 
Biddle street near the rear of the building, is 
occupied as the counting-room ofthe Elevator

Co. Theroomis in four divisions, one a 
private office looking out on the 
Levee and Biddle street, another occupied by 
the book-keeper looking out on the Levee, a 
third section in which were the 
clerks’ desks looking south and paral- 
leling a similar section to which 
persons having business with the concern are 
admitted. Separating the last two sections is 
a railing about four feet high in- 
terrupted by posts which extend from 
floor to roof. Above the rail is woven wire 
two feet high, surmounted by another rail. 
The wire has openings cut in at inter- 
vals through which the papers may be 
handed to the clerks from the public section 
of the office. 

This railing partition is shown in the accom- 
panying cut. 

When Napoleon the office. this 
morning he saw hanging against 
the ralling by * rope tied 
about the third post east of the entrance 
door the body of John Jackson. He had 
mounted a chair and had tied a 
quarter inch rope about the post 
tightly. Tne chair he had taken 
from his private room out into the public 
portion of the office. It was covered with 
leather and matched a sofa and other chairs 
which furnished the private room. 

The free end of the rope Mr. Jackson tied 
about his own neck, and then kicking the 
chair away, fell almost to the 
floor. There he hung, and strangled 
to death slowly. When Napoleon entered 
the office and saw the body hanging there he 
was terribly frightened. It was then 5 o’clock 
and the light in the office was faint. There was 
only a dark mass hanging against the 
railing. The frightened porter fran 
aown-stairs and told his wife 
what he had seen. Together they 
faltered up the stairs, entered the office and 
sustained by each other’s presence ventured 
to examine the hanging form. Then they dis- 
covered it was John Jackson—dead. 

How long he had Dung there they could 


not tell, but he was quite dead. His flesh was 
cold to the touch, and all the muscles were 


relaxed.

ily paid no attention to him. The light was 
seen burning at Mr. Jackson’s desk at 
about 8 o’cloék but none of the family looked 
to see if it was burning later. About9 o'clock 
Napoleon’s wife thought she heard a chair 
overturned in the office, but there was no 
other sound and that was disregarded. 
No intimation of the suicide reached them 
until this morning, when Napoleon went up 
stairs to clean the oflice and saw the g tly 
swinging form. 
WHEAT WAS THE CAUSE OF IT. 
As his letters indicate, the probable cause 
of John Jackson’s suicide was May wheat. 
If the St. Louis Elevator Co. had sold against 
their stock of wheat they could not pos- 
sibly have lost any money. The stock 
of No. 3 and of No. 4 wheat inthat house was 
especialiy large, andthe company undoubt- 
ediy lost heavily. Gossip on ’Change placed 
the loss at $500,000. It was aleo stated that 
they heid contracts for 3,000,000 bushels 
May, but these were all rumors. An 
investigation into the condition of the Ele- 
vator company will be begun at once. Mr. 
Kehlor stated this afternoon that the directors 
would know inashort time exactly how the 
elevator stood financially. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 

A call was made at the office of the St. Louis 
elevator onthe corner of Biddle street and 
the Levee to see Secretary Ghiselm. Mr. 
Ghiselm was not in his office, but 
Mary, the wife of the negro 
porter, Louis Napoleon, ovened the door, 
and ushered the reporter into the office. One 
of the clerks’ was 12 the office being 
otherwise abandoned. 

‘‘Thadatalk with Louis, our porter, this 
morning,’’ said the clerk, who preferred to 
witbhold his name, ‘‘and he gave 
me many particulars concerning the 
actions of Mr. Jackson just before his death. 
According to Louis’ account, Mr. Jackson 
came to the elevator office about 10 o’clock 
last night. He seemed in particularly good spir- 
its and talked some time with the porter. He 
then went to his office, which is on the east 
side of the building and began to write let- 
He was thus engaged for about an hour, 
when he again called Louis. When the latter 
came he asked him where the nearest mail box 
was located. Louis said that it was on the 
corner of Main and Uarr streets. Mr. Jackson 
handed him a number of letters, directing 
him to mail them. He then said that he 
would spend the night in the office, and 
asked Louis to bring him a quilt. 

Before mailing the letters Louis 
went to his wife and asked her 
foraquilt, saying that Mr. Jackson would 
stay all night iu the oflce. What does that 
mean, she said, ‘‘he never did that before; 
perhaps we will find him dead in 
the morning.’’ Louis laughed at her, 
went up to Mr. Jackson’s office, laid the quilt 
on a chair near the sofa and, after talking a 
few minutes with his employer, went to the 
mail-box and mailed the letters. He was the 
last person who ever saw Mr. Jackson alive, 

TEARING UP LETTERS. 

‘*As you see, Mr. Jackson evidently wrote 
several letters and tore them up, as there are 
a number ot fragments of letter paper near his 
desk. The private watchman said that he 
saw the lights burning at 12:30. He again 
passed shortly before 2, and everything was 
dark. About 5 o'clock this morning Louis 
came in to put the roome in order. There are 
three rooms—a large office, Mr. Jack- 
son's private office in the northeast 
corner of the building, and a small 
room, like a — age nt just west of the 
main office and opening into a ball. 
Louls came in to the maln office 
through the door near the river front. 
He not look into Mr. Jack- 
room, as he supposed him to 
be asleep on the sofa. Quietly closing the 
folding doors so us not to disturb the man 
whom he supposed to be sleeping inside, he 
opened several of the windows, went into 
tbe hall and finally came through 
the door of the office farthest west. 
He opened one of the windows in this part of 
the room and was turning to another, when 
he was startled by seeing a hanging figure on 
one of the poste near the cashier’s desk. 
He ran to see who it was, and dis- 
covered the body was that 
ofMr. Jackson. He was nang with his 
feet not more than three inches m the floor 
and his face to the pillar. The rope was about 
a quarter of an inch in dlameter, was 
wound three times around t. As you 
see, it has cutguitea channel in the wood 
An overturned chair lying near the body told 
the tale of the death. He had mounted on it, 

around his neck and kicked the 
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himself. Jackson himself must 
entinguished that light, as no one else 
the place andthe night watchman t.

Avé o'clock last evening Mr. Jackson en- 
tered the Planters’ House in company with E. 
S. Warner, the real estate agent. Mr. 
Jackson has tor the last six months 
been on the most intimate terms with 
Mr. Warner, having been in the habit of 
lunching with him almost daily and frequently 
taking dinner in his company. 

The two friends remained in the Pianters’ 
House rotunda for about half an hour, during 
which time Mr. Jackson chatted with @ 
number of his friends and acquaintances, 
and appeared to be in excellent spirits. J. C. 
Cleary said this morning: ‘‘I have known 
Mr. Jackson for a long time, and believe that 
I would have noticed anything very unusual 
in his appearance. I saw him at 
1 little after 6 o’clock last night 
and exchanged a few words with him as 
l usually did. Inotived nothing peculiar in 
his manner or appearance, and never had the 
slightest reason to belive thatthere was any- 
thing wrong with him. He and Mr. Warner 
were together, as I have often seen them, and 
after leaving them I thougat no more of 
the matter until this morning. Of 
course Iwas both shocked and surprised at 
hearing of Jackson’s awful ending. I met 
Mr. Warner on the street this goorning and he 
showed me Jackson’s letter. was written ia 
a remarkably plain and legible hand, 
and stated that he had for a long 
time been troubled with insomnia, 
was tired of living and had determined to 
make away with himself. It was a plain, 
straightforward statement without any evi- 
dence of excitement or mental aberration. I 
aminclined to believe that it gave the true 
reason of his suicide, all reports of financial 
embarrassment to the contrary notwithstaud- 
lug. 

Mr. Cleary jumps atthe conclusion that the 
loss of sleep mentioned in Mr. Warner’s letter 
was insominia. It is equally probable, how- 
ever, that what Jackson meant was that he 
had been worried by business affairs so much 
that he bad been unable to rest, and not that 
he had any attacks of insomnia. 

A friend of Mr. Warner says he saw the let- 
ter to that gentleman and remembered that it 
contained this sentence: ‘‘Wheat was too 
much for me. 

MR. ROWSE RECEIVED NO LETTER. 

There was a rumor on Change that E. 8. 
Rowse had also received a letter from Mr. 
Jackson. when seen stated

HIS REAL ESTATE, 


Pr operty in Which Mr. Jackson Was Inter- 
ested— Late Deals. 


Jackson has speculated quite exten- 
sively in real estate during the past few 
years, and his vegtures in that direc- 
tion have been very successful. Within the 
period named he bought the magnificent sub- 
diyision known as Chamberlain Park, and 
after perfecting an elaborate plan of improve- 
ments he sold a great many lots to 


parties who have since built handsome homes 
there. Last December this entire property 
was disposed of in bulk to a Boston syndicate 
for $152,500. 

During March of last year Mr. Jackson pur- 
chased the business property, 2742 feet front, 
on Olive street, next west of Pope's Theater, 
for 70,000, and shortly « afterwards 
he bought the theater property, front- 
ing 100 feetion Olive, for $280,000. These 
two purchases made an investment of $350,000 
at the northwestcorner of Olive and Ninth 
streets.

Sketch of His Life, 


John Jackson was born in County Dewan, 
North Ireland, April 21, 1821, gf Scotch-Irisn 
parents. Hig father was a farmer and he 
trained his son in habits of industry 
and gave him all the educational privi- 


leges the county afforded. When 19 
years old Mr. ag ap entered a whole- 
sale grocery house In Belfast and remained 
there twelve years. He then came to America 
and landed at New Orleans in 182. His busi- 
ness connections in that city were with the 
house of Dyas and in 1855 he 
moved to St. Louis and established 
the branch house of McGill, Jackson & Co., 
salt dealers. The business was successful, he 
made money, and soon became identified with 
the important enterprises of th our: He 
was a director of t Wabash Weste or sev- 
eral years and was prominently identi- 
fied with the great bridge from the time 
it was first suggested until it was completed. 
He was President of the South Pass Jetty Co. 
and an earnest supporter of Capt. Eads in the 
great undertaking which resulted in making 
asafe and permanent harbor forall classes 
of vessels at New Orleans. He was 
one of the first subscribers to the 
St. Louis Elevator Co., which now controls 
the East St. Louis and Venice Elevators and 
occupies the St. Louis salt warehouse, and 
when the company was organized, in 1864, he 
was elected president. He has held that posi- 
tion ever since and under his management the 
business of the company has grown to large 
proportions. Mr. Jackson was interested in 
many other ventures in St. Louis and wasa 
large owner of real estate, among the valua- 
ble * ot property he owned being the east 
half of the block bounded by Olive street, 
Ninth street, Locust and Tenth street, includ- 
ing tho Pope’s Theater building. He is also 
one of the stockholders of the Chamberlain

The daughter is the older of the two, the son 
being about 24 vears of age.

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SENSATIONS DENIED. 


False Rumors That George R. Jackson and 
John Rankin Had Taken Their Lives. 


The first sensational rumor ot a great many 
growing out of the suicide of Mr. Jackson, as 
soon asit became generally known on the 
streets, was that George R. Jackson, 
the son, had taken his lite at his 
home, 2103 Park avenue. This rumor 


started early in the forenoon and when 
passed around it was taken as a mistake in the 
name of the son for the father. As the day 
wore on the rumor continued and passed 
froin mouth to mouth until about noon, when 
it was given out as a fact that 
overcome with grief and broken-nearted 
George R. Jackson, ina period of intense sor- 
fow, took hie life. It was stated this occurred 
at the family residence, but by what means 
no one knew. Thinking there may have been 
grounds for the rumor a reporter visited 
the grief-stricken house at 1 o’clock 
this afternoon. A tearful housemaid met the 
reporter atthe doorand in answer to an in- 
quiry for Mr. George R. Jacksoon, she said he 
was upstairs, but would not be seen Dy any- 
one, nor would she convey any word. While 
speaking with the maid, a young gentleman 
approached and also said Mr. George Jackson 
was confined to his room 

trated. No one had spoken to 

since the body was taken home. When ques- 
tioned about.the letter said to have been 
written to the son bythe father befere his 
death, both parties spoken to professed utter 
ignorance of it. They said he might have re- 
ceived a letter, but they would know nothing 
of it it ne dia- They again assured the re- 
porter that George Jackson was in bis room 
— and refused to carry any message to 

m. 

ANOTHER SENSATIONAL RUMOR DENIED. 

The city was fairly flooded with reports 
about the suicide of this man and the suicide 
ofthat. A careful snveampation by reliable 
members of the reportorial staff in every in- 
stance, save that of Mr. Jackson, proved 
these rumors to be nothing but rumors, with- 
out foundation or truth. 

The report of the sudden death by apoplexy 
of Mr. Wm. Henry of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road Co. when he heard of Jackson's death 
was run down and proved untrue. Then the 
report grained credence that John 
Rankin of the firm of Rankin 
& Fritsch, and formerly of the 
firm of Smith, Beggs & Rankin, had com- 
mitted suicide atthe Southern Hotel. There 
the story was simply laughed at, 
and set down without hesitation as 
absolutely untrue in every  partioular. 
The once of Mr. Rankin was then 
called up by telephone and Mr. Rankin him- 
self answered. He said: ‘‘Ithink I am a 

retty poor specimen ofadead man and as 
ar as Il know have not committed any suicide 
to-day, and am at present in full possession 
of all the faculties I ever was known to be the 
owner of. 

Later the rumor became so widespread that 
Mr. Rankin went on Change to reassure his 
friends, and his advent there was the cause of 
aremarkable scene, many who had heard of 
his supposed death rushing toward him with 
congratulations and expressions of good will. 
Mr. Rankin had absolutely no connection with 
Mr. Jackson, and the only explanation that 
can be given is the faint resemblance between 
the names Jobn Rankin and John Jackson.

Senators Shelton and MeGinnes both came 
back on the Jeffergon City correspondent of a 
St. Louis morning paper, denouncing the re- 
flections cast upon them in anything but com- 
plimentary 8.

school board or teacher violating the 
provisions of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punishable by a fine not to 
exceed $100. The bill received only seventeen 
votes, one less than the constitutional ma- 
jority, and a motion to reconsider last. 

The House joint resolution to appropriate 
$12,000 to defray the expenses of Missouri’s 
representatives, eng by Gov. More- 
house, with such military as they may choose 
to take with them tothe George Washington 
inaugural celebration in New York, was 
called up for adoption. Senator McGrath 
offered an amendment to strike out 
the third whereas relating to the 
rank and dignity of the State and which pre- 
vailed. Senator Peery moved to strike out 
military companies’’ and insert ‘‘agri- 
cultural display,’’ which was lost. The Sen- 
ator then offered to amend by striking out 
military companies“ and inserting Grand 
Army veterans, which was also voted down.

o lock.

Mr. Harlan thought the matter of great im- 
portance, and the Legislature of this State 
should treat the packing-houses with as much 
fairness as it has other institutions by giving 
them an investigation before passing a law 
calculated to cripple their interests. He fa- 
vored the resolution. 

Mr. Gladden favored the inspection bill and 
was opposed to the resolution. Dr. Reber of 
St. Louls made a strong speech against the 
resolution. Mr. Abrahams of Cass supported the 
resolution and was opposed to the inspection 
bill. The resolution of Mr. Smith was de- 
feated by a vote of 43 ayes to 69 noes. This is 
regarded as a test vote as tothe temper of the 
House on the live stock inspection bill and a 
victory forthe friends of the bill who now 
fee} confident of its passage in a full House.

HOW LOWELL WENT TO SPAIN. 


An Interesting Rit of History About Diple- 
matic Appointments. 


From the Boston Herald. 

The appointment of Mr. Kasson to be one of 
the Samoan commissioners is interesting to 
me, writes W. F. Murrayin the Lowell Critic, 
as it recalls the story of Mr. James Russell 
Lowell's entrance into our diplomatic service 
along in 1877. Mr. Kasson was appointed by 
President Hayes to be our Minister to Austria, 
and confirmed, and he represented us quite 


wellat the Austrian court. But all readers 
are not, perhaps, aware of the fact that Mr. 
Kasson came pretty near going to the Spanish 
Senator Hoar, I believe 
arranged it otherwise. 
Kasson was on the 
slate for Spain Mr. Hoar informed Mr. Lowell, 
who was at that time & protesage at Harvard, 
that the President would be pleased to nom- 
inate him for minister at the Austrian conrt, 
but wished first to know whether or notthe 
— would be accepted if tendered. Mr. 
owell replied that he did not care to go to 
Austria, at the same time heartily thanking 
the President and Mr. Hoar for the honor and 
the confidence which both had shown him by 
offering such a distinguished pest. At the 
same time Lowell explained to Mr. Hoar that, 
while he was reluctant to accept the mission 
to Austria, he would have been most happy to 
have r the appointment as minister 
to Spain had it deen offered to bim, but 
since Mr. Kasson had been already nom- 
inated for that lace of course 
that was out of the question. He would have 
been pleased to go to Spain, since he had al- 
ways taken a deep interest in Spanish litera- 
ture, and in the people, the customs and the 
history of the iand of the Alkambra. But, 
while Mr. Lowell thought it was too late, our 
esteemed junior Senator evidently did not, 
and consequently, had a conference with the 
President and Mr. Kasson, during which the 
latter very readily consented to exchange the 
Spanish for the Austrian mission, ind , Ox- 
pressing a preferened for the former. Prof. 
well’s name was, accordingly, sent in for 
the Spanish, and Mr. Kasson’s name for the 
Austrian mission, and both nominations were 
promptly confirmed. Afteraterm of service 
there, Mr. Lowell was transferred to the 
higher and more difficult post of Minister to 
the court of St. James. His career there and 
since his recall is a matter of history. 


PAPER PENCILS, —

Much Better Than Wood for the Purpose— 
How They Are Made. 


Paper pencils are the subject of a patent 
which promises to lead toa large industry,says 
the London Jnventor, as it understands that the 
price at which they can be produced is mar- 
vellously low. Ordinary cedar wood pencils, 
as every one knows, are made by gluing 
two pleces of wood together, after having 
placed into. a slot made in one of 


them a prepared slip of graphite or other 
marking material. ut though it seems so 
simple there area great many operations to 
be performed in doing this, such as cutting 
the large wood into strips of the right size, 
making the slot or groove in which the lead 
hasto be placed, preparing the leads of the 
these to make them firm, 
then placing them by hand in the slots of the 
wood strips, gluing these strips together 
and after the glue is set the two pieces o 
giued wood have to be rounded off and 


polished, etc. 

The idea of using paper instead of wood for 
pencils is not new, but an objection to pencils 
thus formed was the difficulty of sharpening, 
paper being so tough that even with the sharp- 
est knifethe jerking fromthe paper to the 
lead caused the latter to snap off. Then, 
again, the paper having to be folded round a 
previously formed and hardened marking 
material, was a tedious and expensive labor. 
These objections to the use of paper are over · 
come by Mr. Green’s process. 

The paper is first made into tubes,a gross

THE YANKEES OF THE ORIENT. 

In conversation with a gentleman at the 
Lindell Hotel, Mr. Saito, who speaks English 
perfectly, said: ‘‘It may seem strange to see 
aJapanese commercial traveler, but there 
are not a few of us in the different parts of the 
world. Tenyears agosuch athing was as 
rare asa black swan, but now nearly every 
lerge commercial house has oneor more of 
them, and before longthey will be found in 


every large city of Europe and America. An 
American cannot realize what a change 
this implies in a nation which 
within the memory of men now living allowed 
no foreigners upon its shores, and punished 
emigration, for no matter how/{fbrief a period, 
with death. From this condition in little more 
than a generation we have advanced until the 
Japanese are now often alluded toasthe Amer- 
loans of the East, because of their enterprise, 
and readiness to adopt new ideas. Most peo- 
— date this alteration from the entry into 

apan made by Commodore Perry, but this is 
by no means the case. Perry 
first broke through the wall that 
the Japanese had built around themselves, 
but the great change in our relations with the 
outside world dates from thejrevolution of 
1865, at once the most compiste and most 
bloodless in the history of the Modern world. 

A BLOODLESS REVOLUTION. 

Before that time the Mikado was ruler in 
name alone, the Tycoon, who was General-in- 
Chief, backed by the nobles, Daimios as they 
are called, holding absolute power. It was 
to the Tycoon’s interestto keep up the old 
state of affairs and the Daimios were equally 
were practically 
independent in their own possessions 
and did very much as they 
pleased. «Trade suffered and the people were 
daily growing poorerand more wretched as 
the armed followers of the nobles murdered 
and robbed at their pleasure, and for a coun- 
tryman to attain any degree of prosperity was 
simply to invite attack.“ 

The leading trait of the Japanese is pa- 
triotism and those who sawthe disadvantage 
under which the country was laboring deter- 
mined to appeal to this. A council of the 
Daimios was called, the case laid before them 
and the necessity of a strong 
central government explained. At- 
tor a long meeting these nobles 
almost without exception agreed to volunta- 
rily give up their power of collecting taxes 
and their territorial jurisdiction, receiving in 
return a certain annual subsidy from the 
Government. They also agreed to give up 
their privilege of levying private war and 
keeping large body-guaras, and by theirown 
action ceased to be great potentates and be- 
came merely citizens. This broke the power 
ofthe Tycoon and brought all Japan under 
one rule. 

WONDERFUL PROGRESS OF JAPAN. 

From this dates the marvelous growth of 
the empire. Then we had scarcely anything 
not produced at home, and our export trade 
with Europe and America was trifling in 
amount. To-day we have railroads, street 
cars, electric lights, and ail the appliances of 
modern civilization, while our export trade 
exceeds our Imports, large as the 
latter are. American and European engineers 
have been employed, wherever necessary, in 
large numbers; our mines have been devel- 
ope v them, railroads built, and roads of 
the best character constructed all over the 
islands. The disorderly forces of the Daimios 
have been replaced by a well-drilled, well- 
disciplined army, and the navy contains sev- 
eral excellent modern war vessels. Alone of 
Oriental nations, ur connections are with 
America rather thn with England, and 
ali Japanese have the friendliest feel- 
ing toward the people of this country. 
Ourexport trade includes nearly all the arti- 
cles manufactured in Japan, but principaily 
consists of lacquer work, embroidery, wooden- 
ware and china. The china of Japan has long 
been famous, but until recently was very rare. 
It is for the purpose of introducing our prod- 
ucts that we have adopted the Occidental in- 
stitution of commercial travelers. Ourchina 
and embroidery sell in all parts ofthe world 
and our light willow and wooden- 
ware, such as chairs, screens and ham- 
mocks, is in great demand in all 
warm climates. New Orleans is now one of 
the best customers of Japan in this style of 

oods. Our people do not emigrate as the 

higgse do, as at home they can make a good 
living, but when they do leave their own coun- 
try they have no tendency to agrd together, 
but readily affiliate with those ‘ith whom 
they are brought in contact. Japan is ad- 
vancing with marvelous rapidity and has a 
glorious future before her.“

ETIQ UEITE OF THE RAILWAY CAR. 


Always Keep Your Temper or You Will Get 
Into Trouble. 


From Good Housekeeping. 

One of the most fruitful themes of conten- 
tion in railway carriages undoubtedly arises 
from the tendency of travelers to occupy 
more seats than rightfully belong to them. 
On this point, however, the law is very clear. 
Each person has a right to one seat, that is, 
one-half of the double seat with which our 
cars are usually furnished, and no 


more. Where the car is not fully occupied 
* 8 may, of course, fill up the vacant 
half of bis seat with packages, and may nat- 
urally consider that he should not be disturbed 
until the car begins to fill up, but he must re- 
member that be bas no real title to more than 
half of the settee. The disobliging spirit 
which many persons show when they are po- 
litely asked to remove their bundles is often 
very annoying to the new comer, who feeis 
that be bas paid for a seat and has the right to 
occupy one. Still more unreasonable are the 
people who turn over a seat and expect to oc- 
cupy four places for two or three passengers 
when the rest of the car is full. They thus 
compel later comers to take their choise be- 
tween standing up and enduring the double 
discomfort of riding backwards and of intrud- 
ing themselves into a group of friends—intoa 
sort of private box as it were. A quarrel! arose 
out of just this state of things in a railroad 
car near Boston some twenty years ago and 
the unpleasant result of it was that one gen- 
tleman lost his temper and struck another in 
the face, for which offense he passed three 
months in the State prison. 

Although new-comers, who take unoccupied 
seats have right and justice on their side, they 
are certainly boundto treat those already in 
possession with civility. No one should 
sit down beside another person in 
a railroad car without first asking 
courteously if the empty seat be en- 
gaged, or without allowing the first occupant 
an opportunity to remove his or her parcels. 
Few things are more irritating toa lady than 
the behavior of a man who plants bimself 
abruptly in the seat beside her—perhaps sit- 
ting on her bundles or ber dress—withont a 
word of preface or apology. Wherea seat has 
been reversed in order to make aresting place 
for bundies or for the feet of travelerson the 
opposite seat, anew comer, ifhe can find no 
other unoccupied place in the car, would cer- 
tainly be justified in restoring the seat to its 
natural position, and taking possession of it, 
after asking politely if it were engaged. 
It is customary to respect the rights of 
an absent passenger, who leaves his valise or 
umbrella to guard his seat, but, per contra, it 
is neither fair nor just that a man should ex- 
pect to occupy two seats on acrowded train— 
one in the smoking car and one inthe ordinary 
car. Thus, agentieman who observed that a 
seat reserved by a valise remained empty for 
quite a length of time would be justified in 
taking possession of it (the seat, not the 
valise), but it would be polite for him to offer 
to vacate it when the first occupant returned, 
and he could certainly offer to do so when he 
perceived that the latter was acting as an es- 
cort to a lady sitting in a neighboring seat.

ILL LUCK OF WAR SHIPS. 


— 


A NUMBER OF VESSELS THAT HAVE BEEN 
‘DESTROYED BY STORMS, 


The Fate of the Famous Monitor—A German 
Man-of-War That Went Down Off Dover 
—British Ships That Have Succumbed to 
the Elements—The Vicissitudes of the 
Monongahela. 


From the New York Times. 

Disaster to naval vessels during times of 
peace haying not been uncommon during the 
past twenty years; it may be truly said indeed 
that such vessels have suffered far more from 
the ravages of the elements than from hostile 
demonstrations proceeding from enemies in 
war. 

It will probably tax the memory of the pres- 
ent generation to recall the fate of the Mon- 
itor, which wes the precursor ot iron-clad 
construction for vessels of war. After her 
memorable encounter with the Merrimac in 
Hampton Roadsthe Monitor was allowed to 
rest on her laurels for several months until 
some other foe worthy of her prowess should 
give her chalienge. This encounter oe- 
curred on March 9, 1862. Toward 
the ead of that year it was decided to 
move the ironclad into more Southern waters 
for the purpose of providing a more effective 
means of warefare against biockade runners, 
men-of-war and forts along the coast on the 
gulf. With this view the corvette Rhode 
Island was ordered to Fortress Monroe in the 
latter part of December, 1862, for the purpose 
of towing the Monitor into the Gulf. 

The seawas smooth and everything went 
well until the night of December 81, when a 
gale was encountered off Cape Hatteras, and 
the heavy sea so pounded the engines and 
steering apparatus of the ironclad that 
she sprung a leak, All of the new 
pumps were brought into play to re- 
lieve her, and the officers and crew stood by 
and did everything in their power toward a 
rescue, but withinafew hours it was seen 
that she must inevitably founder before day- 
break. Not until the last hour did Capt. Bank- 
head signal the boats of the Rhode Isiand to 
come to the rescue of himself and his crew, 
and when that occurred thirteen of the crew 
were so much stupefled by fear that they were 
unable to leave the sinking boat. The cap- 
tain and officers and about thirty of the crew 
were conveyed safely to the Rhode Island, 
which, in its turn, had sustained severe in- 
jury by collision with the Monitor during the 
efforts to take off the crew. 

The construction of iron turreted ships as 
men-of-war became the subject of wide criti- 
cism in consequence of the loss of the Cap- 
tain, a British man-of-war, off Finisterre, 


France, on September 7, 1870. The Captain 
was a vessel of 4,210 tonnage, with a speed of 
14 2-10 knots and a full~-piated armor, the im- 
portant parts being o ed with iron 8 inches 
thick. She carri ¥, w:ton guns, which 
hurled 600 pound also guus fore and 
aft of nearly valibre, er construc- 
tion haa p”.« designed by Capt, Cow 
Coles of the —_ Navy, who 
was in command of er at the time 
she foundered. From the day that she 
was launched the principles upon which she 
had been constructcd had been the subject of 
animated controversy in England. The Brit- 
ish Admiralty, however, had decided to give 
Capt. Coles an opportunity to reduce to prac- 
tice his views of what a seagoing turret 
cruiser should be. The only conditions im- 
posed by the Admi alty were that the ship 
should be constructed with provision against 
heavy shot, with due care forthe health of 
the crew and with evident means of moving 
the ship and manipulating the guns with ease. 
Capt. Coles was desirous of commanding 
this ship in person, and at the time of the 
disaster he was quite as enthusiastic upon the

went over on her broadside and sank in 15 
fathoms. Her crew jumped into the water as 
she went down. any must have been 
scalded by the escaping steam for outof her 
comlement of 500 men only twenty-three 
Oflicers and 160 men were rescued and of 
these two died of exhaustion. The Konig Wil- 
heim also barley escaped disaster at this 
time and was obliged toput back to Ports- 
mouth for repairs. 

Even as late asthe present month a British 
lron-clad, the Sultan, was stranded on the 
rocks of Comico, asmallisiand not far from 
Malta. It appeared from investigation that 
when she struck the rocks the water poured 80 
fast into her hold, fore and aft, that the cap- 
tain and crew were obliged at once to abandon 
her. This occurred on the morning of 
Thursday, March 7. For four days she 
lay on the rock, and then, her guns and 
stores having een removed, she was 
considerably lightened, but it was still impos- 
sible to get her afloat. Several British men-of- 
war were in the neighborhood and also a Ger- 
man iron-clad, but they were utterly unable 
to render any assistance beyond the rescue of 
the Captain andcrew. The Sultan is a screw- 
armored battle ship of the second-class, ot 9, 
290 tons and 7,720 horse-power. She was com- 
missioned at Portsmouth on April W, 1882, 
and upto the time of the disaster was at- 
tached on temporary duty to the Mediterran- 
ean squadron. 

Other disasters in time of peace can be read- 
ily recalled. Everybody will remember when 
the British ship Bombay ran into the United 
States corvette Oneida inthe harbor of Yoka- 
hama on January 24, 1870, causing the loss of 
the Obeida and ot the lives of 112 of her men. 
Capt. Eyre, in command of the British ship, 
did not stop to see how badly he had injured 
the corvette, and when the case came 
up for inquiry before the Admiralty 
he was severely censured for his 
conduct. Excitement ran very high at this 
time, and during the trial Capt. Eyre was in 
almost constant danger of fatal assault from 
the infuriated relatives or friends of some of 
the lost men. The matter weighed so heavily 
on him, indeed, that within a few months 
after the trial he died. 

From August 13 to 15, in 1868, an enormous 
tidal wave struck the coast of Chili and car- 
ried far inshore a large number of vessels 
which were at the time cruising or sailing 
within afew miles of the coast. Among 
the vessels thus stranded were the 
United States ships Wateree and 
Fredonia. Some of the vessels carried 
ashore by the wave could not be removed 
from their lodging places, and became a total 
loss to theirowners. Serious as was this mat- 
ter, it became the subject of amusing com- 
ment by the newspapers both In this country 
and Europe for sometime thereafter, and it 
furnished to correspondents in South America 
occupation for their pens for several months. 

On November 24, 1877, the United States 
steamer Huron was wrecked off the coast of 
North Carolina and 104 lives were lost. 

Commodore Walker, 
States Navigation Bureau, an officer of long 
experience in naval affairs, makes this state- 
ment emphatically. His recollection of pre- 
vious naval losses from storm and stress, run- 
ning back thirty-five years, is as follows: 

The Albany, sloop-of-war was lost in West 
Indian waters in 1853. She issupposed to have 
gone down in a cyclone, with every soul of her 
crew of 210 officers and men, as she was neyer 
heard from after she sailed on her last cruise. 

In the same year the brig-of-war Porpoise, 
with 100 people aboard, went down in the 
China Seas without leaving a trace of her end. 

Again, in 188, another sloop-of-war, the 
Levant, disappeared from the face of the 
giobe is the waters of the Pacific, taking some 
200 men to Davy Jones’ locker. 

In 1863 the brig-of-war Bainbridge meta cy- 
clone off Cape Hatteras. A colored cook, 
picked up a day ortwo afterward on a bitof 
wreckage, told the story of the loss of every 
ene of his shipmates. 

The old Yorktown was blown ashore near 
the Cape de Verde Islands, on the African 
coast, some years later, but the crew escaped. 
In 1869 a great tidal wave picked up the sloop 
of war Watoree in the harbor of Arica, Peru, 
and carried her seven or eight miles inland, 
depositing her in a tropical forest, where she 
ended her days a hotel. The same tidal wave 
caught the storeship Fredonia at anchor, 
rolled her over, and sunk her instantly, with 
every soul on board. 

The Monongahela, now in active service, had 
apeculiar experience in the year 1867. She 
was caught up by a tidal wave, carried over a 
num er of large buildingson the island of 
Santa Cruz, West Indies, knocked down one 
of tnem and deposited in the streets ofa city. 
Subsequently workmen were sent there, who 
blocked her up and launched her again. 

The Saginaw was cast away inthe night 
upon one of the isiands of the Pacific 
about fifteen years ago. The wreck o 
the Huron, although it occurred § thir- 
teen years ago, is still fresh in the minds 
of people on the coast. The ship was 
wrecked upon Currituck Beach, North Car- 
olina, and few of her crew escaped to tell the 
story of heavy weather and false ua

VICIOUS SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 

Special legislation for the State’s chief 
city isan ever new pasture in which the 
rural member of a State Legislature gen- 
erally feels free to roam at will. No mat- 
ter how wildly he may act or what mis- 
chief his vote may do in that field, his 
constituents will not be affected by it. 
There is always some gang of city politi- 
cians haunting the lobby of the State 
Legislature in quest of special legislation 
for their city, and whether their motive 
be spite or boodle or the promotion of 
some political job, they always find plenty 
of rural legislaters ready to vote for al- 
most anything that can afflict nobody but 
city folks. No experiment is considered 
dangerous if the Legislature is asked only 
to try it on the dog.” 

So special legislation for large cities is 
the chief delight and occupation of State 
Legislatures in New York, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, Ohio, Illinois, 
Missouri and every other State that con- 
tu ins a great city, and this kind of legis- 
lation for cities, by the representatives of 
remote constituencies, is chargeable with 
most of the corruption and inefficiency 
that have brought discredit upon munic- 
ipal government in the United States. 

The framers of State constitutions have 
tried in vain to putan effective restraint 
upon this evil. All constitutional in- 
hibitions of special legislation are evaded 
by amere verbal formality which some 
courts have accepted as sufficient to trans- 
form into a valid general law the plainest 
specimen of special legislation expressly 
forbidden by the State Constitution. 
Thus, in Ohio they enact a statute to 
operate in one city by making and en- 
titling it ‘‘an act relating to all cities hav- 
ing —— population by the last census,“ 
and filling the blank with the one city’s 
census figures. 

The Missouri Legislature is now relying 
upon a similar trick of evasion for power 
to enact various regulations of the liquor 
trafiic for different municipalities, vary- 
ing the minimum tax for local purposes 
according to locality. Will the Supreme 
Court of Missouri follow the Democratic 
courts of other States in upholding con- 
stitutional provisions against such vicious 
special legislation, or will it follow the 
Republican judges who have accepted 
transparent evasions as sufficient to class 
special local enactments as general laws?

WILL BE NO CONTEST. 


AN ABSURD STORY CONCERNING THE RE- 
CENT MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 


City Register Tracy Says the Statemept That 
Be Abandoned His Contest on an Agree- 
ment Is Untrue—Judge Noonan Says a 
Recount Would Increase His Majority, 
and Tells Why. 


NW ABSURD story of a pro- 
posed contest for the 
Mayor’s chair was pub- 
lished ina morning paper. 
It was stated that City Reg- 
ister Tracy, who was beaten 

h only a few votes, was in- 
?} duced to abandon his con- 
test at the request of Mayor 
Noonan’s friends, who 
were apprehensive that if 


Tracy went into an inquiry 


coneerning the rejected People’s Combined 
tickets it would show enough combined tick- 
ets had been thrown out to elect Col. J. G. 
Butler Mayor over E. A. Noonan, the 
Democratic candidate, who now holds the 
office, Mayor Noonan was elected by 
a majority of 1,688. The total number of re- 
jected ballots of all kinds returned in envel- 
opes is under four hundred. Under the Su- 
preme Court decisions the ballots cannot be 
counted. The absurdity of the story can be 
seen from these facts. City Register Tracy had 
not yet seen the story of hisabandonment of the 
contest to save Mayor Noonan when he was 
first seen. After reading it, hesaid: ‘‘Itis 
utter nonsense. Inever had any conference 
with Mayor Noonan’s friends. When I con- 
templated a contest I thought that possibly 1 
could show that enough People’s combined 
ballots had been rejected to overcome the 
small apparent majority counted against me. 
Rejected ballots were returned in envelopes 
from sixty-two precincts. I selected ten men 
to investigate the matter. This investigation 
extended to thirty of the sixty-two precincts, 
and they could only collect evidence of five 
such ballots having been rejected. I reported 


these facts to my attorneys, and they 
advised me to abandon any idea 
of a contest, us it would be 
utterly useless. Now, any such cock and bull 
story as this is caleulated to injure me with 
my friends. Some of my merchant friends 
who did not understand the law came for- 
ward, and within two days 1 was offered $3,000 
with which to make the contest. I knew it 
was useless and accordingly I decided to take 
no steps. I certainly don’t want my friends to 
think that I am weak-kneed, and that I would 
agree to uny such a plan. The decision of the 
Supreme Court was that the boxes cannot be 
opened in the case of municipal elections, and 
there was of course no use of my going on.’ 

RECORDER WILLIAMS 
said: *‘I don’t see how there can be any con- 
test in this matter. There are between 300 
and 400 rejected ballots returned inenvelopes. 
All the other ballots are inthe boxes and of 
course cannot be got at under the present con- 
dition ofthe law. I don't think there is any 
ground for contest.” 

MAYOR NOONAN 

was not at all disturbed by the story. He said: 
„Under the law, as it now stands, of course 
the ballots cannot be counted, but I have 
nothing to fear from a recount of the ballots 
or a contest in any shape it may be made. I 
did not even have the politicians and 
machinery of my own party with 
me in my — 1 was not 
the first choice ofthe old Democratic politi- 
cians but won through the influence of the 
people. I did not even have the older central 
committeemen of my own party with me. 
There was no money used on the Democratic 
bilde to pay for corrupt practices at 
the election, and any one who 
knows anything about politics knows 
that the fraud is always on the side 
that the money is in. My Republican 
friends had a large amount of money for 
campaign purposes and had all the political 
manipulators working together for the Repub- 
lican ticket had Ino voice in the naming of 
judgesand clerks and I have no fear of the 
result of any kind of contest. lam confident 
thatif it were posible to re-count the legal 
ballots in the boxes my majority would be 
handsomely increased,’’ 

Mr. Frank E. Ritchey, who has had a large 
experience in contest cases and who repre- 
sented the Republican candidates at the 
official count, was seen. He said he had re- 
ceived no instructions whatever from Col. 
Butler concerning a contest, and from Col. 
Butier’s character knew that he was averse to 
any such thing as a technical contest. Col. 
Butier,’’ said Mr. Ritchey, ‘‘is a man for sub- 
stance and not for technicality. I feel that he 
would not accept the office if it were awarded 
to him by a technicality.’’ 

MR, JAMES L. BLAIR, — 
who was omlnent in getting up the com- 
bined People’s ticket, said: ‘*Il know nothing 
of any plan to eontest Mayor Noonan’s elec- 
tion.

some ofthe most beautiful and picturesque 
landscape that can be made available for res- 
idence sites anywhere around St. Louis. To 
accomplish this most readily and satisfacto- 
rily for all future time, the leading spirits 
named in this enterprise and other equally 
large land owners bordering upon one or the 
ather of the proposed routes, have decided to 
provide the territory with a railway running 
hourly trains into the city. That much hav- 
ing been decided upon the res- 
dents of Ritneur Hill and vicinity 
held a meeting and subscribed $12,000 to 
the road, within $8,000 of enough money

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Reports From Grain Points in Minnesota 
and Dakota. 


been received this week from most of the 
principal grain points in Minnesota and the 
two Dakotas, concerning the immediate con- 
dition and prospects of crops of all kinds. 
These reports cover nearly ene hundred 
counties, several places having been heard 
from in each county, and the information 
they contain is the most reli- 
able and compiete obtainaple. With 
respect to crops other than wheat, 
it is yet too early in the season to any 
very definite thformation. The ing of 
wheat has d rapidty under the en- 
couragemenatof fine weather, and with the 
round in better eondition for working than it 
ap Seen in for years. In Southern Minne- 
80 and Southern Dakota the is 
practically over and some of the early sown 
ain has eprouted and begun to grew. In 
he central section about half the seed is in, 
and in the northern wheat belt, including the 
Red River Valley, about one-third the 
seeding has been done except on the 
bonanza wheat farma where the sowers have 
practically completed their work. But while 
the land is in prema condition tor working it 
is too dry to give the seed a good start. Every 
report received, with the exception of two or 
three out of several hundred, mention the 
dryness of the soil and tne immediate need of 
rain. The storm of Thursday encourages the 
farmers to believe the dry spell has been 
broken, but a steady lasting 
four or five days, 
place the soil in proper 
to give the seeded grain a good start. With 
respect to acreage there will be an increase 
over last year, due to various causes. It will 
probably average about 10 per cent. A feature 
ofthe situation in several of the Southern 
Minnesota counties is the fact that the farmers 
are growing wheat and oats mixed together in 
about equal proport ions. They claim that 
fields sown with the mixed crop are less liable 
to be attacked with chineh bugs, and 
also that they get as much wheat out 
of the deal as if they bad sown 
wheat separately, and at the same time 
the quality is better. Then they got ten to 
fifteen bushels of oats to an acre besides. 
From nearly all winter wheat area, the re- 
ports are favorable. The indications are that 
the acreage tor oats will be increased in 
Minnessota, for, while some counties report a 
decrease, in many more prearations are being 
made to seed a great ac e. Oats have not 
been seeded generally. yeand barley will 
be sown to about the same extent as last year 
and there will bea considerable increase in 
corn acreage and some in the acreage sown to 
flax and millet.

Rosebery has made suggestions that home 
rule details be referred to a commission of 
great constitutional lawyers and administra- 
tors. This is clever and will probably be ac- 
cepted by the Liberals, thus evading the dif- 
culty of propounding details. Caine, Libveral- 
Unionist, writes that the result of the Parnell 
commission modifies one of his objections to 
home rule, based on the character of the 
howe rulers, but he is still against home rule.

The Disaster at Apia, 


SYDNBY, New South Wales, April 13,—The 
German war ship Olga, which was stranded 
during the recent hurricane at Samoa, has 
arrived here for the purpose of repairing her 


Gamages, which are slight. She brought 
from Apiathe Commander, two officers and 
thirty of the crew ofthe German war abip 
Adler, which wes wrecked in the same burri- 
cane. The hull of the Olga is sound, 
with the exception of a hole in her stern, 
which was madé when she was stranded. Two 
Plates had been riveted over this hole and the 
ship made no water during the voyage bere, 
The Olga reports thatthe Nipsic lost her rud- 
der and propeller, and that the Trenton is full 
of water. The Adler lies in the same position in 
whieh the storm left her. The screw steamer 
Rockton, of 1,198 tons, will proceed from here 
to Samoa, where she will take on board the 
crews of the wrecked American warships. She 
will then convey them to San Francisco. 
The steamer Lubeck, from Apia, April 2, bas 
arrived here. She reports that the Nipsic is 
so badly injured that it is doubtful whether 
she will be able to return to the United States. 
A large number of the bodies of officers and 
men of the various ships whe were drowned 
during the storm have been recovered and 
buried. The officers of the wrecked German 
war ship Eber were also on board the Lubeck. 
They will proceed to Germany on the steamer 
Hapsburg, which sails from here April 24. One 
hundred men belonging to the German fleet, 
including three officers, remain at Apia to 
guard German interests. 
THE ALAMEDA AT ’FPRISCO. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 1I8.—The steam- 
ship Alameda arrived at her wharf at 9 o’clock 
this morning from Australia. She touched at 
the Samoan Islands and has on board a num- 
ber of officers and sailors from the men-of- war 
wrecked in Apia harbor.

POISONING FROM TOOTH PLATES. 


The Dangers of Imperfecitly Prepared and 
Porous Rubbers. 


Dr. David Genese in Annals of Hygiene. 

The coloring matter of rubber false tooth 
plates is chiefly some oxide of metal, that of 
lead being of a bright red, while the oxides of 
bismuth, antimony,aluminum and manganese 
wil give the rubber the brown color running 
to maroon, and the pink is obtained from ani- 


line colors. 

But it is not inthe metallic oxides used in 
preparations of rubber that danger lies (as the 
percentage of rubber sore mouths is so 
small—one in 50,000), butin the vulcanization 
itself, which instead of converting the pre- 
pared rubber as receiyed from the depotsinto 
vulcanite can be, by carelessness, converted 
into a porous plate. 
thousands of minute holes, each able to ab- 
sorb and retain the fermentation from food 
products, and by its presence constantly 
against the tissues of the mouth cause blood 
— This porosity is caused by over 

eating the rubber, thereby converting the 
sulphur in the mass into sulphurous acid, de- 
stroying the fiber of the rubber by decomposi- 
tion and setting free the metallic oxid 
Whereas, if rubber is cured or — ins 
properly at a temperature never exceeding 
280 to 300 degs. Fahrenheit, it will retain its 
elastic nbers intact; the sulphur will be in its 
natural state, permeating the rubber and 
holding the coloring matter so hermetically 
sealed in its substance that no moisture will 
dissolve; even strong sulphuric acid will not 
touch it. 

It is the duty of those making rubber plates 
to attend to these details in the procesa of 
manufacture, but where cheap dentistry is 
sought after, hurry is the reault and the con- 
sequence very dangerous.

modity which may be a subject 
of trade and commerce, or to restrain or in- 
jure trade or commerce in relation to any such 
article or commodity, or jto prevent, limit, or 
lessen the manufacture or production of any 
such article or commodity or to enhance the 
ice thereof, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
lable on conviction to a penalty not exceed- 
ing $4,000 and not less than $200, or to impris- 
onmant for any term not exceeding two years, 
anu if a corporation it is liable, on conviction, 
to a penalty not ,exceeding $10,000 and not less
